The park drive at Walkikl Is soon 


to be adorned by a stately mansion, 
which bids fair to eclipse any building 
yet seen In Honolulu. Wm. G. Irwin 
Is about to build an Ideal Walklkl res- 
idence. 


Bipley & Dickey, the architects, 


have, with the assistance of Mrs. 
Irwin, made an exhaustive and. careful 
study of the problems involved and the 
results will be a great credit to all con- 
cerned. 


The style of the building, like the 


stable already built, is to be of the Cal- 
ifornia Mission ordes, which Is simply 
a modification of the architectural de- 
signs of all civilized eouthern conn- 
tries. The influence of Byzantine, 
Italian 
renaissance, Moorish 
and 


Spanish renaissance, may all be traced 
In what Is known today as "California 
Mission architecture." For eight cen- 
turies this general style lias held 
sway as the beau ideal of southern cli- 
mates, and it Is certainly most appro- 
priate for Honolulu.

The new residence la to be located 


on the present-Irwin home site, the 
beautiful grounds of -which are well 
calculated to set it oft to the best pos-

; "The *atrance of Ute'^xew;- tonae Is io 
be through a spacious porte cocbere, 
from which steps lead to a broad ve- 
randa. Back^of this will be the recep- 
tion.hall, 25 by 28 feet in Size, with a 
magnificent stairway and a beamed 
ceiling finished in, curly redwood with 
burl veneer and Port Orford cedar. 


The whole house is to be finished en- 


tirely in natural woods, excepting the 
dining-room, which will be finished in 
burlaps or other wall covering. 


The reception hall win give access 


on the left to the library, 18 by 26 feet, 
finished In dark and light oak with a 
beamed ceiling. On the right the re- 
cepffon'hall will open "into the dining- 
room, of the same, dimensions as the 
library, with elliptical «naB;and wains- 
coting .to the heighth of 10 feet with 
panels of mahogany. The .celling of 
this room will be of elaborate frieze 
and plasterwort touched up with- gold 
leaf of the Empire style. At one end 
of the room are to be two curved china 
closets with bent-beveled • plateglass 
doors, plateglass shelves, plate mirrors 
at the backhand metal mountings, A 
series of small .Incandescent lights 
concealed in the top will shed aglow 
of light over the china and glassware. 


In the rear of the reception hall Is to 


be the.lanai, which Is reached through 
an arched passage under the stair 
landing. This la the principal room of 
the house, 34 by 68 feet, with octagonal 
ends and finished In curly redwood 
and cedar. This magnificent room Is 
designed In the Italian'Gothic style 
with huge celling beams supported 
upon massive tre-foiled brackets, and 
with a friese of trefoil arches extend- 
ing entirely around the room. At the 
manka end the lanal will open Into the 
dining-room and hall on the first floor 
while In the peristyle, the celling 
being 2S feet high, there will be open- 
nga into the second story hall and 
stair landing. On the beach side the 
lanal is surrounded by a 14-foot venun- 
da except on the Diamond Head side, 


where a passage will lead to a beauti- 
ful octagonal conservatory, 23 feet In 
diameter with glass roof and sides. 


The remainder of the first floor will 


be occupied first by 4 very large cull- 
nary department fitted out with all the 
latest conveniences and alao by a large 
chamber with dressing-room and bath. 


The second floor will be devoted en- 


tirely'to sleeping apartments, the prin- 
cipal feature to be the family suite. 
Mrs. Irwln's room win be at the front 
corner on the* Diamond Head end, 21 
by 36 feet In dimensional with a large 
bay window finished in rtdwood and 
cedar. TJie apartments of Miss Helene 
and maid will be Intmediately in the 
rear ot those ot Mrs. IrwinV they wfil 
be'finished in maple and bird's-eye 
maple touched up with gilt monldlngs.

So Bracing 


Over a year ago the writer was dis- 


cussing with H. M. von Holt the prop- 
osition of filling In the Waikikl 
marshes, and was rather favoring the 
idea of using earth obtained from the 
foothills by means of a railroad as a 
medium. Mr. von Holt advanced rath- 
er a novel proposition. His idea was 
that the best mode of filling in that dis- 
trict was by means of a Powerful 
dredger. In substance, he said at the 
time: 
_, , 
"I have given the matter a good deal 


of thought at odd times, knowing that 
some time or other the subject would 
have to be grappled with. I believe 
tt»e best way to fill in these marshes 
would be to organize a stock company 
with capital enough to purchase a pow- 
erful dredger of the largest capacity 
and latest 
improvements, together 


with a mtte or two of piping. This 
dredger should ie taken to pieces In 
San Francisco and shipped here oy 
sailing vessel. Upon arrival In^Hono- 
lulu It could be carted out to waiklkl 
and put together Inside the reef. When 
ready for operations contracts could 
be made with people owning the land 
to be filled in at so much per yard and 
when enough of these were obtained 
the dredger could be started to work 
pumping sand and coral on the re- 
quired spots. 
"I believe the work can be done by 
a dredger In a much shorter time, 
much more economically to the-own- 
ers of the land and at a greater profit 
to the contractors, by dredging than 
by any other means," said Mr. von 
Holt "Under my plan the owners of 
beach frontage would be only too glad 
.to pay something to have the water 
made deeper in front of thelr^premlses, 
say four or five feet, in place of one, 
two or three, as It Is now, and the 
dredging company would not only 
mafceprofit for filling but for excava-
